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New council’s first action

Upland City Council Monday night 
delayed consideration of five zone 
changes as its first action since 
Mayor George Gibson and 


- Councilman Bill Bottin were elected 


March 2 on platforms of insuring 
quality development for Upland. 

Bottin moved for a two-month 
delay to May 17 so the council would 
have the results of an environmental 
study of Upland’s General Plan 
before considering the five zone 
changes which total 50 acres in 
north Upland. Councilman Hal 
Bailin was the sole dissenter from 
the action. Mayor pro tem John 
McCarthy was absent. 

Gibson and Bottin later said the 
move did not reflect a change in the 
council’s’ attitude but was a 
response to citizen concern about 
Upland’s future and the council’s 
need to have as much information as 
possible before deciding zoning 
matters. 

Bailing and Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas both said the future would 
show whether the delay is a sign the 
new council’s decisions will mark a 
change from the past. ‘The winds 
are blowing. The winds may have 
changed,’’ added Councilwoman 
Petokas. 

In asking for the delay Bottin 
noted the city is spending $7,500 for 
the environmental study by an 
outside consultant and said he felt 
the council should evaluate and 
consider the results before deciding 
additional zone changes. 

Gibson commented it would be 
“reasonable” to wait for the study

The two-month delay would 
stretch into four-six months by the 
time the council planning 
commission and architectural 
committee can study the report’and 
change the master plan, Bailin said 
and noted developers have already 
invested ‘‘a great deal of time and 
money’’ before the proposed zone 
changes come to the council. 


Representatives of two of the 
developers said the delay would 
cause extreme hardship since 
money is tied up and interest rates 
would increase during the wait. 


Councilwoman Petokas had 
suggested the council exclude one 
zone change from the delay and act 
upon it immediately, but Bailin 
objected to showing ‘‘favoritism.”” 


The proposed low-density zone 
change for 10 acres northeast of 
Euclid Avenue and 19th Street would 
not have the impact of the four 
changes in northwest Upland, 
Councilwoman Petokas later said 
and added the change is not in an 
area of rapid development and 
would not cause school crowding 
since the affected school, Sierra 
Vista, is ‘‘half empty.” 


The council delayed the zone 
change following Bailin’s argument 
that the zone change is “‘the last 
thing that should be rushed” since it 
includes land within the right-of- 
way of the proposed Foothill 
Freeway.

In previous cases involved 
freeway right-of-way Bailin said the 
California Department of 
Transportation has requested delays 
and has finally purchased the 
portion in the right-of-way, which 
would be ‘‘appropriate in this case.” 

Although the council did not state 
all zone changes would be delayed 
until May 17, both Bgilin and 
Councilwoman Petokas said they 
expected zone changes brought 
before the council at the April 19 
meeting would be delayed until 
May. Monday night’s action “tends 
to set a precedent. I have a feeling 
others will be postponed,”’ 
Councilwoman Petokas said. 

Three zone changes scheduled for 
hearing before the Planning 
Commission March 25 could come 
before the council at the April 19 
meeting. 

The council could be expected to 
delay the three changes since two 
include a total of 57 acres in 
northwest Upland. The third change 
would affect 10 acres in northeast 
Upland

Wetland conservation urged 


By the National 
Wildlife Federation 

You've seen one wetland, 
you’ve seen them all. 
Right? 

Only if a bog looks like a 
bay, or a swamp like a 
prairie pothole. About all 
they have in common is 
water - and vulnerability. 


Wetlands can be very 
perishable, especially if 
they lie in the path of 
bulldozers or intrude upon 
farm fields. 

Agricultural drainage, 
construction of roads, 
airports, and housing 
developments, flood and 
mosquito control projects 


these have been among the 
enemies of wetlands. The 
growing national and world 
population can use more 
cropland, more houses, 
more roads, and all the 
rest. Dazzled by such 
prospects, it is easy for 
policy makers to overlook 
economic, spiritual, and 


recreational values of 
wetlands. 

“Wetlands are among the 
richest wildlife habitats on 
earth,’’ according to 
Thomas L. Kimball, 
executive vice president of 
the National Wildlife 
Federation, largest U-S. 
conservation education

There are 20 kinds of 
wetlands, from northern 
ponds full of melted snow to 
| southern river bottoms 
covered by spring floods. 
Bogs, marshes (fresh water 
and salt water, coastal and 
inland), sounds, bays, 
potholes, and swamps are 
other common types of 
wetlands. They occur 
across the nation, most 
frequently in the upper 
® north central and Great 
Lakes states, and from 
eastern Texas through the 
southern and eastern states, 
as well as along the coasts. 

In the 1800s, the 
government viewed 
wetlands as a hindrance to 
agriculture and settlement, 
to be drained off or filled in 
as quickly as possible. By 
1900, there were still about 
127,000,000 acres of 
wetlands, but this had 
shrunk to 82,000,000 acres as 
of 1953. 

Gradually, officials began 
to realize that wetlands 
were not a wasteland but a 
natural resource. They 
became aware that the 
potholes of the northern 
states and Canada were a 
vast duck nursery; that 
other waterfowl and other 
wildlife depend on wetlands 
for food, water, or cover; 
that land erosion increased 
as wetlands declined; that 
valuable firebreaks were 
vanishing; that cash crops 
like shellfish, blueberries, 
peat moss and others had

Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act requires the 
U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to regulate the 
discharge of dredged or fill 
material into our waters.

“The hard fact remains,” 
Kimball pointed out, ‘‘that 
although the rate of 
wetlands loss has slowed, 
the nation still is losing 
wetlands. Constant citizen 
concern and alertness are 
needed to halt the trend and 
reverse it. It is fitting in 
this Bicentennial year that 
American get behind this 
‘Save Our Wetlands’ 
campaign. One thing the 
average citizen can do is 
look around his or her own 
area, see what wetlands are 
there, and find out from 
local or state conservation 
agencies what can be done 
to keep local wetlands from 
going dry forever.” 

Bing Crosby is the 


honorary chairman for the 
1976 observance. Crosby, 
who was also chairman in 
1950, has had a long-time 
interest in waterfowl, 


which must have wetlands: 


to survive. Crosby 
emphasized that this year’s 
Wildlife Week is one in 
which many people can 
become involved. ‘‘Nearly 
every locality has some 
type of wetland nearby,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Each of us can take 
stock of the wetlands 
around our communities 
and learn whether they are 
being protected or in danger 
of being destroyed. If they 
are threatened, we should 
find out how we can help 
save them.” 

The 1976 campaign to 
save wetlands is an encore 
of an earlier observance, 
for in 1955, the poster theme 
was ‘‘Save America’s 
Wetlands.’’ Twenty years 
later conservationists are 
still struggling to save these 
priceless natural areas. 


President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt proclaimed the 
first National Wildlife Week 
in 1938, also sponsored by 
the National Wildlife 
Federation. That first 
observance emphasized the 
need to preserve wildlife 
habitat, the key to wildlife 
survival. 

National Wildlife Week 
since 1938 has focuses on a 
variety of themes. In 1954, 
the call was for ‘‘Clean 
Water for All Americans.”’ 
The 1952, 1953, 1956 and 1974 
observances spoke for 
protection of endangered 
wildlife. In 1962, the theme 
was ‘‘Waterfowl for the 
Future.” Preservation of 
wildlife habitat was the 
theme in 1975.

Safety advice 
for arthritics

Safety is something an 
arthritis sufferer must 
learn to live with. As an 
arthritic, you are more 
susceptible to certain “risk 
areas’’ within the home. 
But there are ways you can 
protect yourself, and your 
household, by guarding 
against possible injury. Ac- 
cording to the Arthritis 
Foundation, these hints 
offer safe and simple 
solutions to the problems 
presented by daily ac- 
tivities. 

Bathing may be a relax- 
ing way to soothe tired 
joints, but you should 
arrange the bathing area 
for safe entrance into and 
out of the bathtub. Sturdy 
-grab bars should be fitted 
‘along the walls of the 
‘bathtub or shower. A towel 
‘bar cannot be depended 
upon to hold body weight. 


Similarly, a chair can be 
placed in the bathtub enabl- 
ing you to sit while you 
shower. Approximately 
three inches should be cut 
off of each chair leg, with 
rubber suction tips fitted on 
the ends. A sliding board, 
situated between the 
wheelchair and bathtub, 
can be used when it is im- 
possible to climb into the 
tub. 


By placing a rubber suc- 
tion mat on the floor of the 
bathtub or shower, you can 
reduce the added risk of 
slipping. If your bathroom 
floor is made out of 
linoleum or tile, a nonskid

The kitchen is another 
area of the home where 
safety deserves top billing. 
If you have a gas oven, and 
it is not possible to bend 
down, long matches can be 
used to light it. The 
matches are available at 
most gift shops. 

Stirring hot foods, such as 
soup or stew, can be 
dangerous if you are unable 
to grab the handle of the 
pan. By placing a filled 
teakettle up against the 
cookware, the kettle will 
help stabilize it. 

For breakable items, 
such as glasses, terry cloth 
coasters used on tumblers 
prevent them from sliding 
out of your hands. The 
coasters can be made from 
material purchased at a 
yardage store. 

A baster safely transfers 
liquids to and from a pan. 
For the arthritic this offers 
a simple solution to the 
painstaking problem of try- 
ing to pour liquids. The 
baster requires light 
pressure from the heel of 
the hands, giving sore 
fingers a rest. 

Throughout the house, 
there are potential ‘‘fall 
items.’ These include cor- 
ds, rugs and other 
paraphernalia positioned in 
a walkway. A cord 
shortener is an inexpensive 
device that will hold up to 
three feet of excess cord. 
These can be purchased 
from various mail order 
houses. Rug grippers, 
available at both hardware 
and department stores, will 
help secure the rug to the 
floor. 


Safety with ease should 
be an ongoing program. It 
requires alert thinking and 
careful planning but your 
comfort is worth it. 


Some of these hints are 
exerpts from a manual 
prepared by the Allied 
Health Professions Section 
of the Arthritis Foundation. 


First of all, how does a 
stroke start? It can begin 
with a loss of feeling in the 
arm, hand, leg or face; 
double vision, trouble 
talking or listening; a 
sudden headache, dizzy 
spell or loss of sight. 


It is important to 
understand that stroke 
affects the brain. The 
technical term for a stroke 
is a cerebral vascular 
accident (CVA). This 
means that something has 
gone wrong with the blood 
circulation to brain cells 
and the brain becomes 
damaged. According to 


statistics from the 
American Heart 
Association, 1.7 million 


people in the United States 
have this affliction. 


A stroke will not affect all 
areas of the brain equally 
or will it affect all aspects 
or intelligence equally. 
Therefore, it is a mistake to 
speak of stroke victims as if 
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they were all alike. Some 
will behave differently 
depending upon the portion 
of the brain that has been 
damaged, severity and type 
of damage, and the recency 
of the stroke. Certain areas 
of the brain may function 
normally while other areas 
will not. 

The most visible sign of a 
stroke is paralysis on one 
side of the body. If there is a 
paralysis of the right side of 
the body, this indicates 
there is an injury to the left 
side of the brain, and vice 
versa. 

A patient with damage to 
the left side of the brain will 
have problems with speech 
and language if she or he is 
right handed. This condition 
is called aphasia. 

Aphasic patients will be 
able to commonly 
understand more than they 
are able to speak or write. 
At times these patients will 
experience some difficulty 
in both speaking and 








understanding. 

As you know, great 
emphasis is placed upon 
speech and communication 
in our society. When 
persons cannot speak or be 
understood, we often regard 
them as more disabled than 
they really are. Just 
because they cannot speak 
and be understood, or listen 
and understand, doesn’t 
mean that they are unable 
to communicate. 

Speech and language are 
different. Language is 
composed of noises, 
movements, gestures and 
expressions we use to 
communicate with one 
another. Speech refers only 
to a small portion of our 
language - the noises we 

make with our mouths. 
Have you ever realized how 
much of our daily 
communication is carried 
on without the use of speech 
— such as when playing a 
game of chess, gesturing 
with hands, watching 
television when the sound is 
off, eye expressions, a not 
of the head, a pat on the 
back, and, of course, a 
smile? 

If a friend or family 
member has aphasia, try 
communicating with other 
than standard ways. It may 
open a new avenue of 
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transmitting messages and 
is especially helpful if 
return of language abilities 
is not expected. In fact, 
there are times when 
talking may oe 
interfere wit 
communications. tanade 
also may create or shorten 
a word easier for them to 
pronounce and, if so, let 
them use that word instead 
of the proper one. 

Above all, don’t make the 
mistake so many do of 
assuming the stroke victim 
has also suffered a hearing 
loss. There is no reason to 
expect a loss of hearing 
simply because he or she 
doesn’t speak. Keep your 
voice normal. 

In addition to language 
problems, the patient may 
have a tendency to be slow, 
cautious and disorganized 
when approaching an 
unfamiliar situation. Even 
formerly simple tasks, such 
as dressing, may have to be 
divided into simple tasks. 
Encouragement on your 
part will help the stroke 
victim keep up his or her 
morale. At completion of a 
task, a pat on the back, or a 
smile can mean a lot but 
don’t insult his or her 
intelligence by overdoing 
this. 

Much more can be said on 






the subject of stroke than 
space permits. Anyone - 
young or old - can have a 
stroke and some even have 
more than one. Often, it is a 
result of high blood 
pressure. High blood 
pressure can now be 
controlled in the great 
majority. It is important 
that such individuals be 
treated before a stroke 


occurs.

One is that well-balanced 
pet diets depend on a varie- 
ty of ingredients. Another is 
that, through careful selec 
tion. you can provide 
appealing and nourishing 
food at low cost. A third is 
that serving teo much — or 
to rich — feed can lead to a 
variety of medical 
problems that can cause 
premature death. And a 
fourth is that certain stages 
of life or conditions of 
health require special 
nutrient adjustments 

In dog diets. high 
amounts of protein are |} 
necessary only during 
stress situations. These in- 
clude puppyhood. pregnan- 
cy and nursing. hard work, 
extremes of climate and 
recuperation from major 
medical problems. If your 
dog is going through one of 
these situations. ask your 
veterinarian to help in | 
selecting additional } 
amounts of digestible, good- 
quality protein to include in 
your dog’s diet 

Most commerical dog 
foods today supply enough 
protein for your dog. It is 
important not to provide ex- 
cessive protein in your 
dog’s regular diet. High 
protein comsumption is 
suspected of contributing to 
urinary tract problems in- 
cluding cystitis and kidney 
disease. 

Cat owners should be 
aware that their pets have a 
uniquely high protein re- 
quirement — so high, in 
fact, that a proper cat food 
contains much more protein 
than dog food. Cats actually 
need about 58 percent more 
protein than dogs. 
However, cats are also 
susceptible to kidney and 
bladder problems and they 
get older. particularly 
neutered male cats. 
Regular veterinary 
checkups, about twice a 
year, should help to prevent 
these problems. 

Animal by-products and 
cereal grains are some of 
the most nourishing in- 
gredients in pet foods. By- 
products include livers, 
kidneys, spleens, brains, fat 
and other trimmings. 
Cereal grains also con- 
tribute to “complete and 
balanced”’ pet food rations. 
Incidentally. both dogs and 
cats require a high amount 
of fat in ther diets. It in- 
creases the palatability of 
most pet foods and helps 
guard against dry skin 
problems. 

In choosing a pet food, 
your best bet is to read the 
label carefully.

In addition there is a children’s zoo, a large aviary with 
a walk-through flight cage, a Reptile House and an aquatics section. 
The zoo is open 9 a.m.-6 p.m. daily except Christmas Day. Admis- 
sion is $1.25 for adults and 50 cents for 12-15 year olds. Children 11 
and under are free. 


World wildlife on view 


More than 2,000 mammals, 
reptiles and birds representing 
about 600 species of animals from 
the five continental areas of Africa, 
Australia, North America, South 
America and Eurasia are within an 
hour’s driving time from the 
Pomona. Valley. 

The Los Angeles Zoo, located in 
Griffith Park in Los Angeles, also 
offers a children’s zoo, a large 
aviary with a walk-through flight 
cage, a reptile house and an 
aquatics section, all within 113 acres 
of plant life from throughout the 
world. 

But besides offering 
entertainment and recreation for 
Southern California residents, the 
z00 also places strong emphasis on 
education and wildlife conservation. 

A major part of the zoo’s program 
is the preservation of endangered 
wildlife species, many of which now 
survive only because they live in 
zoos or special wildlife 
reservations. 

‘‘Many animals once considered 
plentiful are rapidly disappearing as 
expanding population encroaches 
more and more upon their natural 
habitats,’’ said a zoo spokesperson. 
“This lack of living room for 
animals in the wild is occurring in 
all parts of the world.” 

‘In front of many of the zoo’s 
exhibits are signs which read 
‘Endangered Species.’ 
Unfortunately, zoos and game 
preserves are among the last 
protected breeding grounds for 


these rare creatures whose numbers 
dwindle as human population 
expands. The zoo has had 
outstanding success breeding many 
of these endangered animals,’ the 
spokesperson said. 

One example of this is the Arabian 
oryx..The zoo"has pioneered in the 
establishment of a breeding colony 
of this, one of the rarest mammals 
in the world which is probably 
extinct in the wild. Since acquiring 
two females and a male through a 
donation in 1967, the breeding 
program has resulted in 20 births. 
With the zoo’s important herd 
wildlife conservationists are 
confident that the rare African 
antelope species will be saved from 
extinction, the spokesperson added. 

Some of the zoo’s most 
noteworthy animals include: 
bongos, ‘‘perhaps the most beautiful 
of the antelope;”’ a breeding colony 
of golden marmosets; marbled 
cats; three species of rhinoceros, 
including Indian rhinos; zebra and 
red-flanked duikers, rare forest 
antelope ; the only California condor 
in captivity; an exceptional 
collection of birds of prey, including 
a pair of monkey-eating eagles and 
breeding harpy eagles; breeding 
pairs of several rare species of 
toucans and hornbills; Bloomberg’s 
toads; Cuban boas; a breeding pair 
of children’s pythons; gila 
monsters; and Mexican beaded 
lizards. 

Children’s z00 
An important part of the zoo’s

educational program is the 
children’s zoo, where children are 
taught the value of the world’s 
wildlife. 

The two-acre facility includes a 
baby animal nursery where small 
newborn animals can be seen in in- 
cubators, hand-raised and bottle fed 
by zoo keepers who provide round- 
the-clock maternal care. 

The baby animal compound is 
where the larger newborn mammals 
can be seen close-up. The infant 
inhabitants have included elephants, 
camels, llamas, bison, rhinos and 
always a variety of fawns 
representing many species of 
antelope and deer. 

A popular area is the barnyard 
where children can walk among 
gentle animals such as lambs, goats, 
chickens and geese. A tunnel town 
area is inhabited by small nocturnal 
animals. And a small aviary 
contains whistling and chattering 
mynah birds and many other 
brightly colored specimens. 

Reptile House 

With a collection in excess of 400 
specimens the Reptile House 
contains everything from the small 
but extremely venemous Australian 
death adder to large constrictors 
such as anacondas and a 20-foot 
regal python that can swallow a pig. 

Other venemous snakes include 
the king cobra, spitting cobras, 
mambas, and various vipers and 
rattlesnakes. 

Among the non-venemous species

are boa constrictors, Indian pythons 
and several different rat and king 
snakes, The collection also contains 
rare. boas and pythons from the 
West Indies and the South Pacific. 

Dragon-like monitors and many 
others strange species of lizards and 
turtles also can be seen. 

Behind-the-scenes reptile house 
tours are available daily except 1- 
2:30 p.m. Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. 

Aquatics 


A departure from the continental 


method of display, each exhibit in 
the aquatics section contains a large 
pool for aquatic animals. 

Alaskan polar bears, which are in 
danger of becoming extinct, grey 
seals and California sea lions 
actively enjoy the water in sharp 
contrast to the slow, methodical 
motion of the American alligators, 
ranging in size to almost 10 feet. 

Also found in and near their pool 
are the pelagic birds (sea gulls, 
pelicans and cormorants) and a 
group of capybaras, the largest 
living rodent. 

Aviary 

Rising from a hillside, 23 large 
exhibits in the aviary section tower 
around an enormous central flight 
cage where visitors have a Clear 
view of the brightly-colored 
inhabitants. 

In addition to the birds, the flight 
cage is also noted for its lush 
tropical vegetation and waterfall, 
which empties into a stream 
running to the lagoon at the bottom 
of the flight cage. 

Throughout the aviary visitors 
may see the hornbills, macaws, 
toucans, tanagers, jays and 
hundreds of other species as well as 
the predator and scavenger birds. 

Africa 

The African exhibit is the zoo’s 
largest continental display area. It 
contains many exciting and rare 
animals. 

The exhibits include lions, 
cheetahs, African elephants, both 
black and white rhinoceros (both in 
danger of becoming extinct), 
lowland gorillas, brown hyenas, 
giratfes, baboons, chimpanzees, 
zebras, Nile and pygmy 
hippopotamus, ostriches, and 
monkeys. 

There are also gnus, kudus, 
Arabian oryx, scimitar-horned oryx, 
sable antelope, cape buffalo, 
springbok, addax and others.

Eurasia 

The stars of the Eurasian area are 
the great cats in coats of stripes, 
spots and solids. 

There are Siberian tigers, snow 
leopards, black leopards, marbled 
cats, golden cats and others. 
Eurasia has Indian rhinoceros and 
Asiatic elephants, orangutans, 
gibbons, camels, Malayan tapirs, 
bears, monkey-eating eagles and 
some rare equines such as the 
onager and the Przewalski horse. 

Also exhibited are the markhor 
and binturongs. 

North America 

The North American area echoes 
the howls and growls of timber 
wolves, coyotes and mountain lions. 

Other animals in this continental 
area are Candaian lynx, American 
bison, tule elk, kodiak and grizzly 
bears, wolverines and America’s 
only marsupial, the opossum. Also 
exhibited are the golden eagle, Dall 
sheep and pronghorns. 

South America 

The South American z00 area 
features many unusual-looking 
inhabitants in a variety of 
interesting forms, such as the tapir, 
New World monkeys, jaguars, 
jaguarundis, bush dogs, maned 
wolves and the continent's only 
bear, the spectacied bear. 

Australia 

Despite stringent export 
restrictions on the rapidly 
disappearing wilflife from 
Australia, the zoo has acquired an 
impressive collection of kangaroos, 
including the rare tree kangaroo, 
wallabies and the wombat. These 
marsupials (pouched animals) are 
the only remaining evolutionary link

(among the largest of living birds) 
and dingos, which are wild dogs. 

Botanical collection 

An outstanding botanical garden 
compliments the zoological 
collection at the zoo. Thousands of 
flowers, trees, shrubs and ground 
coverings from all parts of the 
world are planted throughout the 
facility. 

Many exotic and native specimens 
are found in the zoo, and each 
continental area is planted with 
carefully selected plants, most of 
which are indigenous: to that 
particular region of the world. 

The Los Angeles climate and the 
careful maintenance of specimens 
makes possible the successful 
growing of some rare, delicate 
tropical plants, including many 
varieties of the beautiful erythrina 
(coral tree), huge palms from the 
world’s tropics, dozens of varieties 
of evergreen trees, and cactus and 
succulents from many countries. 

The zoo is open 9 a.m.-6 p.m. daily 
except Christmas. Admission is 
$1.25 for persons 16 years and older, 
50 cents for 12-15-year-olds, and 
children under 11 are free. 

Students visiting the zoo as a class 
project with their teachers during 
the week, and organized non-profit 
youth groups are admitted free. 

Tram service is available between 
the major exhibit areas. The bus 
service is Hot intended as a tour but 
rather as transportation throughout 
the zoo area and strollers may be 
taken aboard.

Presented in conjunction 
with Mademoiselle 
magazine, the exhibition 
traces the look and outlook 
of young women on such 
subjects as-sex, marriage, 
motherhood, college and 
careers as Seen in the pages 
of Mademoiselle since its 
first issue in February, 
1935. 

‘“Great changes have 
taken place in the young 
American woman's 
attitudes over the past 40 
years,” says the museum’s 
curator of textiles and 
costumes, Mary Hunt 
Kahlenberg. ‘*The 
exhibition documents these 
important changes, 
particularly as they are 
reflected in her dress.” 

A variety of fashions are 
on view, including designer 
clothes, play clothes, party 
clothes, work clothes, 
college clothes, sports 
clothes, underfashions, hats 
and shoes, illustrating the 
feminine look of the 30s, the 
more masculine ‘‘do-it- 
yourself’ look of the war 
years, the prosperous and
